The Wilmington Board of Ap- 
peals, Tuesday night, heard the 
proposals of Robert Corey of 
Marsh Hill Road, Dracut, to es- 
tablish a Recreation Center, inthe 
old (once called) Van Steensburg 
gravel pit, in North Wilmington, 

In one sense the event was a 
sad tale for the Wilmington Ap- 
peal Board, which is taking pride 
in ‘keeping up to date’ in its cases 
The Planning Board, through mem: 
ber Joseph Slater, notified t 
Board of A| is that it was e- 
serving 60 s, in which to 
a written opinion of the case. 

The notice means that the Board 
of Appeals will be unable to give 
a complete ‘clean slate’ to the 
town, of its 1963 cases, on January 
first, 

Corey, and his attorney, Pat 
Plunkett of Tewksbury, told the 
Appeal Board that they propose to 
have just a recreation center at 
the old gravel pit, which was dug 
into a series of lakes by a ‘gravel 
merchant’ at the time of the con- 
struction of Route 93, 

‘The lakes have been extensively 
sued by kespassing swimmers 
since then, and the Wilmington 
Board of Health, in an effort to 
discourgage the swimmers has 
repeatedly tested the water, hoping 
to find it unsuitable for swimming. 
Each time the water has been tes- 
ted it has been pronounced ‘perfect’ 

Corey bought the 30 odd acres, 
half of which is in North Reading 
last summer, and has since then 
cleaned up the area considerably, 
There has been a drowning since 
he bought the land, a girl from 
Brookline drowning when she went 
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Twice the winner of the New England Weekly Municipal Service Award 
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swimming at 12:15 am on a Sunday 
in one of the pools, 

Plunkett and Corey told the Ap- 
peal Board that there would be 
games, swimming and fishing in 
the proposed recreation area, but 
no amusements of the type seen in 
some ‘commercial’ areas. 

Replying to questions they also 
stated that there would be winter 
time skating. 

A representative of the New Eng- 
land Power Company pointed out 
that there are ‘Rights of Way’ or 
easements across theland, towhch 
Corey and Plunkett assented, and 
suggested that it would be well to 
fill in that part of the water which 
is beneath the power lines which 
cross the property. 

This Corey said, he had planned 
to do, as he wanted no hazards to 
the peoplé who would be using the 
area, 


Town Water 


Arnold Blake, Wilmington Water 
Commissioner, told the board that 
the Water Department is testing a 
site adjacent to the lakes in the 
area, for another well for the Wa- 
ter Department. 

The tests, he said, would con- 
tinue for about ten days or two 
weeks, and if suitable the Water 
Department would be taking land 
for the proposed well field, He 
reminded the Board of Appeals 
that the State Department of Public 
Health stipulates that a distance 
of 400 feet is required to be free 
of contamination, around a water 
supply, and expressed the hope 
that Mr Corey and the Water De-

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THE STING IN THE TAIL 


In recent months there have been several 
communities in Massachusetts who have voted on 
the question of fluoridation of water supplies. 

In some instances fluoridation has been vo- 
ted, and in other instances defeat of the pro- 
posal has been the tale. 

Everyone knows that fluoridation of the 
teeth of children is beneficial. Practically no 
one will argue against this. 

The United States Public Health Service has 
endorsed fluoridation, and it is a careful 
agency, with whom hardly anyone can argue. 

It is the method of fluoridation that brings 
out the dispute - the proposal to do so by 
wholesale methods - through the municipal wa- 
ter supplies. 

For, in spite of the endorsement by the Pub- 
lic Health Service there are those who have 
their mental reservations as to the ultimate 
effect of fluoridation, over a period of many 
years. There are those too who oppose fluoride- 
tation or any other "doctoring” of water sup- 
Plies - the "doctoring” being a distinctly dif- 
ferent thought from that of ‘ensuring that the 
water is pure, by the use of chlorine or other 
materials. 

The second group believes that it is the 
duty of a municipality to sell to its inhabi- 
tants pure, wholesome water, and without the 
addition of "extra" ingredients, no matter how 
good the intention may be. 

They have their point - the air, and the wa- 


life. Pure Air, and Pure Water - No one can do 
without either. 

And the first group - those who oppose be- 
cause they fear that there may be some as yet 
uninowm result, have a point too - call it, if 
you will - The Sting in the Tail. 

Back in the 1890's, a time which few of us 
today can remember, but of which we have read 
the scientists of the world were pretty sure 
that they had just about solved all the unknom 
problems. There could be, they conceded, a few 
points yet, but basically, they felt, they had 
@n answer to everything. 

Then Madame Curie disccvered radium, and 
Roentegen discovered X-Rays. 

It was very disconserting to those who a few 
years previously had become almost smig because 
of their knowledge. 

And the people - the common people - who had 
observed this smugness, observed and remembered

municipal water supplies be fluoridated.

we The US Olympic Skating teams 


which will leave New York on Jan 
7th for the Winter Olympics in 


the Austrian Tyrol will be the 
best ever to skate under the US 
flag, according to letters Jeanne 
Ashworth has written to her pa- 
rents, Mr and Mrs Raymond Ash- 
worth of Church Street.

The Olympic temas are under- 
going winter training at the Rose- 
mont Lodge, 10,000 feet up on 
Pike’s Peak, in Colorado, A 400 
meter track has been laid out on 
a reservoir there, for the Olym- 
pie skaters. 

Jeanne is one of eight girls who 
are trying for the Women’s Team. 
She does not say how many men 
are trying for the men’s team. 

Her old friend and competitor, 


in National Skating, Jeanne Olen- 
chuk of Detroit is one of the eight 
girls, but Jeanne reports that her 
friend is ‘not one of those to beat’ 

The five girls who are doing 
really well include Janice.Smith 
of Rochester, New York, the girl 
with whom Jeanne camped all last 
summer, above Lake Placid NY, 
and who was a visitor here in Wil- 
mington last fall, when Jeanne was 
home for a few days. 

Four of the elght girls will be 
chosen for the 1964 Women’s Speed 
Skating Team. 

Jeanne expects to be home on New 
Year’s day for a short visit, and 
will leave for New York on January 
6th., if chosen for the Olynpic team 
(which no one doubts), 

The team leaves for Europe on 
the 7th., and will go first to Norway 
for more training, after which itis 
expected to go to Sweden to take 
part in an International Meet, be- 
fore the Olympics.

mendations that has four basic 
elements as the framework: 1. The 
Land Use Plan, 2, Circulation and 
Transportation Plan, 3 Public Fa~ 
cilities Plan, and 4, Public Utility 
Plan, These are based on a study 
of the town’s present and potential 
resources, 

Thus, the plan is usually drawn 
up by experts under the supervi- 
sion of the Planning Board, 

In addition, it is advisable to have 
a representative group of citizens 
from all segments of the commun- 
ity work with the Planning Board 
as an advisory committee, Once 
the community has a plan, it should 
be faithfully referred to when spec- 
ific issues arise. 


Zoning is the most important 
tool used in carrying out the plan, 
If the plan is followed, the use of 
land will occur in a constructive 
and organized manner rather than 
a hit and miss manner, It will 
ensure that new growth in a com- 
munity is developed in a sound and 
well-organized way, and will, there 
by, protect those who live and 
have businesses in the town. 

Mrs Joseph Courtney then dis~ 
cussed three zoning districts: Res~ 
idential, Commercial and Indus- 
trial, and gave the characteristics 
of each, 

Mrs Irwin Hanke followed with 
the importance ofplanning for open 
spaces, such as parks, play- 
grounds, and recreational areas, 
These should be a part ofthe com- 
munity plan because they are im- 
portant for the mental.and physical 
health of both the adult and the 
child. Also, open spaces increase 
the monetary value of a town as a 
whole and everyone’s individual 
property. 

-The League plans two more 
meetings on the subject of planning 
and zoning. Early in January, they 
will review the planning and zoning 
studies that have been completed 
in Wilmington to date, such as the, q 
1955 Zoning By-Laws and the 1957 @*” 
General Plan Report, 

Later in the month the League
